My last bu'letin gave forecast! of the 


storm waves to orosi tha Continent from 
May 3J to 7ih, and 9tjb to 13th. The next 
vrtll reach the Pacific Coast about the 13th, 
cross tha Western mounftios by the cloaa 
of the fourteenth, toe great Central valley 
from 15th to 17th, and thi Entern States 
on the 18th. 


Thia storm wave w II inaugurate one of 


the moit remarkable storm peiioJs of tbe 
year. Itainfluence willb« lightly felt east of 
theMissiasippi river from the 6;L to the 8:.b, 
and for two mouths following we may ex- 
pect dangerous storms with excessive rains 
in parts of the country, and excessive 
drouths in ottrtr parts. 


The worst of these storm* will probably 


not occur till after the middle of May, and 
in my nt-xt bulletin I will more particu- 
larly describe the movements of one of 
these great storms. 


Daring the last half of May tho storm 


will break the drootb iu many places and 
inaugurate drouths in other places. Where 
excessive rains ft-ll during April may be ex- 
pocted a deficiency in May and^ portions ol 
Texas, the Southeastern States, New Eng- 
land and the Northern States from New 
York to Montana, that suffered fiom drouth 
during April will be partially relieved by 
rain from the great storms daring the last 
half of May, 


Tbe operations of the drouth in- April 


(ally verified my forecasts by indicating 
iome of its favorite lurking places. 
West- 


ern Texan and tbe Southern States suffered 
most, bat May and June will include many 
other parts iatae droath districts, while 
some of tbe districts hart by drouth in 
April will be relieved in May.
